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NEW LOOK AT THE PORTERVILLE AIRPORT 


Thurs., June 12, 1975 


NEW LOOK at the Porterville airport is evident from the air with completion of a $460,000 project that 
involved spreading of some 24,000 tons of asphalt in resurfacing the north-south runway and taxi-ways, 
plus reconstruction of 900 feet of runway and 250 feet of taxi-way on the south end of the airport. In 
addition, a new airplane parking apron was added, adjacent to the existing apron. Eighty percent of 
project cost was handled by the federal government, five percent through the California Department of 
Transportation, Aeronautic division, and 15 percent by the City of Porterville. In an earlier city project, 
sprinkler system was installed in the administration building area, and considerable landscaping 
completed. Dark areas on the airport show the extent of the just-completed major improvement project.

PURTERVEELLE 
Porterville’s first Moonlight 
Fly-In back in 1947 atrracted 27 
pilots.. but nine years later, 
1956. the event brought in 702 
airplanes and for a period of two 
days. the Porterville Municipal 

_ airport was the busiest airport in 
the United States of America. 

Irmyl Fitzgearl. who was one 
of Porterville’s first woman 
pilots, and who was also one of 
the “ramrods’” of the early 
fly-ins, recalls that Cecil Cook, 
then manager of the Porterville 
airport, started talking about a 
fly-in in 1947. 

“Cecil wanted to stimulate 
pilot activity locally, also to 
acquaint pilots in other areas 
with Porterville,’ Irmyl! recalls. 
“Other cities were sponsoring 
fly-ins, but Porterville was the 
only night event at that time.

Joaquin valley pilots to that first 
one, so you can imagine our 
surprise when several pilots came 
in at night from across the 
mountains, with the largest 
group nine planes - from 
Ridgcrest, but virtually no one 
from the valley.” 

That first year visitors built 
small fires along the ramp, 
roasted weiners, and were served 
beans and salad by wives of local 
pilots. 

Porterville Area Pilots’ 
association was organized in 
1948. with one of its main 
objectives to promote 
Porterville’s Moonlight Fly-In. 
Association members kept the 
fly-in growing until the fourth 
year, when 104 planes were 
checked in - but then, because of 
the work involved in the 
expanding event, the pilot group 
decided it was too big for them

to handle. However, other 
community organizations came 
in with strong backs and heJping 
hands. 

“In 1950 CAA, CAC, and 
CVEA got together and helped 
organize flying groups into the 
Associated Flying clubs for the 
purpose of promoting aviation 
and aviation safety,” Irmyl says. 
“A safety program was started, 
and a $5,000 NAS trophy was 
donated: by Howard Hughes for 
the annual winner. This trophy 
was similar to the Collier trophy, 
an annual award to . famous 
aviation personalities.” 

In 1952, the Porterville Area 
Pilots’ association became the 
first winner in national 
competition of the Howard 
Hughes trophy, then in 1956 the 
association won both the 
publicity and chamber of 
commerce cooperation awards

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of NAS, the actual trophies 
presented by the Central Valley 
Empire-association. 

In that year of 1956, the 
Porterville Pilots’ association was 
mentioned by Gill Robb Wilson, 
editor of “Flying” magazine, as 
a “heads up outfit,” and during 
the Moonlight Fly-In, 702 planes 
were registered. 

But Irmy] recalls that as time 
passed, some of the older 
members of the Pilots’ 
association moved away OF 
dropped out, and the association 
lost some of its steam because of 
lack of leadership. In fact the 
Moonlight Fly-In was dropped 
for a couple of years. 

“That first year when we had 
no fly-in,” says Irmyl, “a group 
of pilots flew. up anyway from 
Southern California and we 
pretended that it was our annual 
good time again.” 


The Porterville chamber of 
commerce staged the fly-in for 
one year, then there was another 
lapse, but in 1966 a new group 
of ‘pilots organized, and 
reactivated the Porterville Area 
Pilots’ association, and, since 
then, have staged two successful 
fly-ins. 

“The Moonlight Fly-In, even 
in its first year, was more than 
just a flying event,” says Irmyl. 
“It created local interest in 
aviation, and as the years went 
by, individuals and Porterville 
organization members began to 
realize that it was a fine public 
relations gesture, and many 
individuals not. directly 
interested in aviation have 
workéd hard on the fly-in.”

FIRST STEPS

RENOVATION 


PORTERVILLE -— First steps 
in planning major renovation of 
Porterville fair facilities were 
taken Tuesday night when 
directors met at the Southern 
California Gas company office 
to consider ideas and determine 
tentative costs. 

Concerning the main exhibit 
building, directors voted to 


‘implement renovation of the 


existing building ‘rather than 
construct a new building. 
comparative cost factors being a 
major item of consideration. 

A new building with 12.000 
square feet, when totally 
completed, would run well over 
$200,000, it was. reported. 
Renovation of the existing 
building can be done for half 
this amount, it is estimated: 

In renovation plans. 
concession booths would be 
moved out of the exhibit 
building into new buildings. 
designed with a central utilities 
core to accommodate several 
concessions. Estimated cost of 
new concession facilities is being 
included in exhibit building 
renovation cost estimates. 

Second major policy decision 
was to consider construction of 
new livestock facilities, with 
initial construction of metal 
buildings estimated at $62.000 
without wiring or floor base. 

Third related project involves 
development of a new master 
plan for the fair, utilizing 
available space to the maximum. 
Working on this phase of 
renovation will be City of 
Porterville personnel.

financing through use of funds 
that are available to the fair, 
through community effort in the 
form of donated labor, materials 
at cost, and other types of 
“contributions.” Possibility of 
establishing credit was also 
discussed. 

Next major decision will be a 
new master plan for the 
fairgrounds area. This will be the 
principal item on agenda of a 
July 1 meeting of the board. 

“We are talking in ambitious 
terms,’ said Bill Rodgers, 
chairman of the fair board, “but 
we believe we have the means to 
accomplish a great deal, and we 
believe that support will come 
from community organizations 
and individuals, as it did-some 
25 years ago when the fair was 
just beginning. 

‘‘How fast we can accomplish 
our objectives of a completely 
renovated fair facility will be 
determined by a number of 
factors, probably the most 
important being financing. But 
policy of fair directors now is to 
get the project moving, and keep 
it moving. 

‘Specific committee 
assignments for directors made 
at the Tuesday meeting 
included: Doug Webb, 
construction; Joe Faure, general 
planning; Guido Lombardi, 
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livestock facility planning; and 
Joe Mosconi, John Trimmell and 
Loren Schmid, finance. 

Other directors attending the 
planning session were: Gerald 
Lumley, Mel Carter, George 
Carter, Jim Huesdens, and Bob 
Bennett. 

Rodgers said that as plans 
progress, other working 
directors’ committees will be set 
up, and that persons not on the 
fair board will be invited to 
participate,
